7. VIETNAM/LAOS 

UPI SAYS MONTGOMERY CODEL REPORT ON TRIP TO VN/LAOS WILL BE 
PRESENTED TO PRES/DOS AFTER LABOR DAY, BUT IS NOT 
UNANIMOUS IN ITS RECOMMENDATIONS. QUOTES REP MOORE (R-LA) 
THAT HE OPPOSES ANY TALKS ON TRADE/EXCHANGE OF AMBS AT THIS 
TIME. REPS SKELTON (D-MO)/HALL (D-TEX) STRESSED THAT DEL 
ONLY ASKING DOS "CONSIDER" RESUMING HANOI TALKS, NOT 
SUGGESTING FURTHER INITIATIVES (WP).

POPULOUS POTENTIAL CHINESE MRKT, FEELS THEIR COMPLIMENTARY 
NATURES MAKE THEM NATURAL UNIT. OBSERVES "IN OUR PRESENT 
CONCERN WITH SOVIET EXPANSION," WE GREETED PACT, BUT NOT 
WITHOUT SOME SECRET CONCERN-FOR INFANT HAS BEEN BORN 
DESTINED TO BECOME GIANT WHICH WILL LATER PRESENT POWER 
BALANCE IN WAYS NO ONE CAN FORETELL. 

CSM'S KULKARNI (HK 8/25) OBSERVES JAPANESE BUSINESSMEN/

FUTURE OF SUBIC BAY/CLARK AIR BASE. (SAYS EA'S HOLBROOKE
